On-call Internal Affairs Bureau personnel assumed the handle on a force investigation 
after learning that Deputy Womack shot Suspect Harris in the face with an Arwen round. 
This caused a fracture to his right cheekbone. Suspect Harris was a violent mentally ill 
person who was threatening to kill deputies with a knife and a hammer. 


This investigation is based on statements by the involved deputies, witnesses at the 
scene and the information obtained during the investigation, along with various written 
documentation. 


SYNOPSIS 
Compton Station Deputies O E esponded to the location regarding a 
call of a mentally ill person who was armed with a knife and threatening to kill the 


family’s dogs. 


IAB Note: For further details regarding the call, see the copy of 
Incident Details Tag #0039, which is included with this case 


as Exhibit A. 
When Deputies land rrived at the location, they contacted the 
informant, Witness) who was on the front porch with Witnesses [Eland 
Witness told the deputies the suspect was Schizophrenic, had a knife and 


was trying to stab the family dogs. The deputies saw the suspect walking on the south 
side of the residence, behind a five foot tall metal gate, holding a steak knife in his right 
hand. When the suspect walked to the rear of the yard and out of view, Deputy 
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E. the gate to see if it was locked and it was not. The suspect then 
reappeared from the back of the house with the knife in his right hand walking quickly 
towards the deputies while threatening to kill them and four Pit Bull dogs were alongside 
of him. The deputies quickly stepped back away from the gate while covering the 
suspect with their weapons drawn. The suspect stopped at the gate then turned around 
and began walking back towards the rear of the yard and out of view. The deputies 
called out to the suspect and he re-approached the gate yelling obscenities and 
threatening to kill the deputies. Despite their continued efforts to calm the suspect, he 
continued to yell at them stating that he would not be detained and that they would have 
to kill him to prevent him from killing one of them. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibit G for a front and aerial views of the 
suspect's residence. 


Deputy HE SR additional patrol units, a sergeant, the Mental Evaluation 
Team (MET) and Compton City Fire Department to the location. The MET team was 
unavailable. Deputy MEI sstructen neighbors south of the location to move all 
family members to the south side of the residence away from all north facing windows. 
In addition, the people inside the suspect's residence, Witnesses Pa 

were instructed to exit the residence and wait on the curb in front of the location. 
Deputies EE and Womack (287H/E), M (283E/E), Valdez (281T2/E) and 
Briones (281/D) responded to the location to assist as well as Sergeant Sandoval 
(280S) and Watch Commander, Sergeant Hester. Compton City Fire Department 
staged at Compton Boulevard and Locust Avenue. 


IAB Note: Deputies Wilson, Garcia Jr., Garcia, Essex, Federico and 
Smith were not involved in the force incident and did not 
witness the force although their names appear on the 
Incident Details for Tag #0039 (Exhibit A). 


Sergeants Sandoval and Hester devised a plan to attempt to isolate the suspect by 
removing the Pit Bulls from the rear yard and they conveyed this plan to the deputies. 
Sergeant Sandoval directed Deputy B to use deadly force if absolutely 
necessary. He also assigned deputies to less lethal options as well; Deputy Womack 
was armed with an Arwen and Deputy a Taser and shield. The deputies 
positioned themselves outside the residence along the south gate. Deputy WENNE 
videotaped the incident from fifteen to twenty feet away from the involved deputies. In 
addition, Deputies Valdez and Briones positioned themselves inside the residence near 
the kitchen to cover the back door in case the suspect entered through there. 


The suspect picked up a large hammer and paced around the yard with the hammer in 
one hand and the knife in the other. He was extremely irate and continued to yell that 
he would not allow deputies to arrest him without killing him. When he walked to the 

rear of the yard and out of view, Deputy E .----- the gate and removed one of 
the Pit Bull dogs. The suspect saw the dog exiting the gate and yelled at the deputies 
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to get away from his dog. He then walked back to the rear of the yard. Deputy || 
opened the gate again and attempted to remove a second dog, but the suspect saw 
him. He became enraged and quickly advanced towards Deputy [holding a 
knife in his right hand and a hammer in his left. 


Sergeant Hester directed Deputy Womack to shoot the suspect with the Arwen and he 
fired the Arwen until it was empty, aiming at the suspect's torso. Deputy Womack fired 
six rubber projectiles that struck the suspect in his right forearm, lower abdomen, right 
and left rib cage area, left shoulder and right cheek. The rubber projectile that struck 
the suspect in the right cheek was unintentional and occurred after the suspect bent 
over. Since the suspect was still standing and holding the knife and hammer, Deputy 

deployed the X26 Taser, striking the suspect in his torso with a five second 
charge. The suspect fell to the ground onto his stomach, but continued to hold on to the 
knife and hammer. Deputy ley clea the Taser a second and third time with a five 
second cycle each because the suspect was still holding onto the weapons and trying to 
get up. The suspect ultimately dropped the weapons before deputies approached 
securing the weapons. Deputy A his right knee on the suspect's back and 
handcuffed him while Deputy Womack held the suspect's arms. Deputy BE -o 
one of the suspect's legs while Deputy E: the hobble restraint around his 
ankles to stop him from kicking. 


Compton City Fire Department Paramedics treated the suspect for his injuries at the 
scene. Emergency Medical Technicians Jones and Clemons, Squad 444, transported 
the suspect via ambulance to Harbor UCLA Medical Center where he was seen by 
Doctor Bookatz under patient number [EE for a fractured right cheekbone. No 
deputies were injured. 


IAB Note: Deputy {wrote the Incident Report. Sergeants 
Sandoval and Hester with Deputies Womack, 
a: Washington wrote Supplemental 
reports. All aforementioned reports are included with this 
case as Exhibit B. 


Internal Affairs Bureau, Lieutenant McBride, was notified about this force incident. On 
November 26, 2012, Sergeant Victor Allen picked up the reports and audio files from 
Compton Station. On March 20, 2013, Sergeant Brenda Gibson was reassigned to 
conduct the administrative review of this incident. The following review is based on 
written documentation (Exhibit B) and all interviews conducted.

Injuries: Swelling and abrasions to right forearm, lower abdomen, right and 
left rib cage area and a one inch laceration to his right upper cheek 
which was determined to be a fracture to his cheekbone. All 
injuries were caused by the Arwen. 


A check of the Consolidated Criminal History System revealed that Suspect Harris was 
arrested and booked for the following charges resulting from this incident: Assault with a 
Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer, Criminal Threats, and Cruelty to Animals. The 
District Attorney filed an assault with a deadly weapon, 245(c) P.C., charge against 
Suspect Harris under case number TA125912. In addition, Suspect Harris was referred 
to the California Department of Mental Health and sent to Patton State Hospital. 
Suspect Harris did not have any prior arrests. His Consolidated Criminal History 
System printout is included with this case as Exhibit C. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 

The following is a summary of the recorded interviews of the involved employee 
statements to Internal Affairs Bureau investigators. For additional information, refer to 
the attached verbatim transcripts included with this case under Transcribed Interviews. 


Deputy I vas interviewed on May 21, 2013, at 1035 hours by 


Sergeants Brenda Gibson and Victor Allen. Deputy said he was on patrol 
training at the time of this incident and his training officer was — 
He had been working with Deputy [for about one month. He was the passenger 
and Deputy M<- the driver. They received a call of a mentally insane person 
creating a family disturbance. They were the handling unit and the first on the scene. 


When they arrived, they contacted Witness [EEN the suspect's I] She told 
them the suspect was a former United States Marine diagnosed by the VA as 
Schizophrenic. She also said he had a knife and was trying to stab the family dogs. 
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Witness told the deputies the suspect would not listen to her or other family 
members and that they were in fear of their safety and the safety of the surrounding 
people and neighbors. 


Witness [told the deputies the suspect was in the backyard. Deputy (ES 
said it was 0530 hours and “pitch black” outside during that time of year. He said they 
went to the gate to see if it was unlocked in case they had to get back there quickly. 
The gate was unlocked so he moved a wooden crate out of the way and all of a sudden 
the suspect charged at them with a six to seven inch steak knife in his hand screaming, 
“Fuck you, you ain't arresting me, I'll fucking kill you! I’m gonna stab you!” Deputy 

said the suspect also had three or four Pit Bull dogs “charging” with him at 
them. He said they immediately drew their firearms, backed out of the danger area and 
closed the gate “in the nick of time.” Deputy {EEEE§said they backed up eight to 
twelve feet onto the driveway to positions of cover. He said he almost shot the suspect, 
but decided that there was probably another option. 


IAB Note: Refer to Deputy I Incident Report, page 5, 
paragraph 1, for Suspect Harris’ exact threat (Exhibit B). 


Deputy MM ic they ordered the suspect to drop the knife, but he did not comply. 
Deputy did not recall how many times they ordered the suspect to drop the 
knife, but he recalled saying it loudly and clearly. He said the suspect reached over the 
gate with the knife, but his body did not break the plane of the gate. He explained there 
were two trash cans and a wooden pallet wedged between a parked car and the gate 
preventing the suspect from exiting the gate. He said the suspect held the knife as 
though he was going to stab them with it and not cocked back as though he was going 
to throw it. 


Depu Y  saic Deputy HB equested the Mental Evaluation Team (MET), 
the fire department, supervisors and additional personnel to the location in less than 
one minute after the suspect charged them with the knife. The MET was unavailable 
and did not respond. The fire department responded and staged down the street. 
Depu i cic when additional personnel arrived, the location was contained 
and an arrest team formed. He said they had an on scene command post. He was 
tasked with the deadly force option and other deputies were assigned to less lethal 
weapons. He also said someone was assigned to video tape the incident. 


Deputy [MJ said the sun started to rise and neighbors heard the commotion of the 
suspect screaming. Deputy EE directed the neighbors on the south side of the 
property to evacuate that side of their property in case a shooting occurred. 

Deputy (said the suspect also armed himself with a hammer sometime after 
supervisors arrived on scene. He said the suspect had the knife in his right hand and 
the hammer in his left. He said the incident lasted quite some time while they tried to 
negotiate with the suspect to drop the weapons. He said they ordered the suspect to 
drop the weapons at least five times, but the suspect kept coming up to the gate 
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declaring, “Fuck you, mother fuckers, this is a death oath. I'm gonna kill a cop before 
you arrest me.” Deputy EM said the hammer posed a new and more critical 
threat than the knife because Suspect Harris could throw the hammer like a Tomahawk 
over the gate and hurt or kill them 


Deputy (EE said they moved the trash cans and wooden pallet from in front of the 
gate to gain access into the side yard. In addition, after the suspect walked to the rear 
of the yard and out of view, they covered Deputy [Mes he opened the gate and 
successfully walked one of the dogs out of the yard. Deputy a Deputy 

moved up to the gate again and opened it about a foot to let another dog out. 
However, the suspect became enraged and started screaming, “Don’t mess with my 
dogs!” “This is a death oath!” “I’m gonna kill you motherfuckers!” as he charged the gate 
with a hammer and a steak knife. 


Deputy EE said fearing for his safety and the safety of personnel around him, he 
raised his pistol and prepared to shoot the suspect. He said the backdrop of the 
property was a cinder block wall. Deputy ic not shoot because Sergeant 
Hester directed Deputy Womack to use the less-lethal Arwen weapon, by commanding, 
“ARWEN, ARWEN.” In addition, Deputy [EEE said Deputy used a TASER. 
He said both weapons were effective because the suspect went down. Deputy 

opened the gate and Deputy B: 2d they all approached the suspect shoulder to 
shoulder, controlled his hands and secured the weapons. He said he hobbled the 
suspect's ankles to keep him from kicking them or fleeing. Deputy [Eid after 
the suspect was transported to the hospital, he threatened to hunt them and their 
families down to kill them. He further stated that the suspect declared he was a former 
United States Marine with combat experience. 


Deputy Was interviewed on May 21,2013, at 1130 hours b 
Sergeants Brenda Gibson and Victor Allen. Deputy EEE was Deputy MAME 
training officer during this incident. He said he was the driver. He said they did not 
have any specific plan prior to responding to this incident, but they always discussed the 
call and things that might occur. Deputy MA ic not recall if assisting units were 
assigned to this call, but stated if they were, they would have just instructed them to 
meet at the location. 


Deputy M -i< it was dark outside when they arrived at the residence. He said he 
parked the patrol car in front of the location. Witness and two other male Black 
adults were on the porch when they arrived. Deputy id Witness 

directed them to the backyard. He said he and Deputy went to the south side 
of the residence and saw the suspect walking in the backyard. Deputy aid he 
saw the suspect holding a steak knife in his right hand and when the suspect saw them, 
he became extremely angry. He said the suspect cursed at them and said, “You're not 
gonna arrest me. You're not gonna take me. You're gonna have to kill me. I'll kill a 
deputy before | ever get arrested.” 
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Deputy said the gate was about five feet tall and there was a car parked in the 
driveway and trashcans close to the gate. He said the suspect rushed the gate with the 
knife reaching over it trying to stab them and trying to exit the yard at the same time, but 
the obstacles on their side of the gate prevented him from opening it all the way. He 
also said the Pit Bull dogs were walking around the yard and barking at them a lot. 
Deputy said their weapons were drawn and pointed at the suspect, but they 
stepped back away from the gate and did not shoot the suspect because he was not 
completely able to exit the yard. He also said the parked car provided cover and 
concealment for them and they were not in a cross fire situation because they were on 
opposite sides of the car. 


Since the suspect kept walking in and out of their view, Deputy E: ::-- Informant 

if the suspect had any firearms at the location and she said no. On the other 
hand, Deputy 2; he believed that if the suspect ordered his dogs to attack 
them, they would have. Deputy [said he quickly got on LTAC and requested 
additional units to contain the area. He also requested Compton Fire Department to 
stage about 200 feet away on Compton Boulevard and Locust Avenue. 


IAB Note: During this incident, Compton station’s dispatch channel was 
being ved ny A cr 


Deputy [said after Sergeants Sandoval and Hester arrived at the location, they 
were all assigned specific tasks. He said he was assigned to the lethal weapon option. 
He also said he volunteered to take on the task of getting the dogs out of the backyard. 
Deputy HB explained that although the dogs were continuously walking around, 
every time the suspect disappeared behind the house, the suspect would call the dogs 
with him. 

Deputy said about twenty minutes into this situation, the suspect retrieved a 
hammer from somewhere in his backyard garage, located on the south rear of the 
property. He said the suspect was now armed with a knife in his right hand and a 
hammer in his left. 


Deputy said whenever he saw one of the dogs alone he would try to get it out 
by directing it to the gate. He said he successfully got one dog out and was attemptin 
to get a second dog out when the suspect realized what was going on. Deputy MANN 
said the suspect rushed the gate as he stepped back and tried to close it. He said 
Sergeant Hester ordered Deputy Womack to shoot the suspect with the Arwen. He said 
the suspect was struck several times around his torso, arm and once in his right upper 
cheek. Deputy HE saic the suspect fell to the ground on his side and was still 
holding on to the knife and hammer. 


Deputy said Deputy HM sec the Taser and was very successful. He said 
Deputy Womack grabbed the suspect’s arms, but he appeared to be trying to get up. 
Deputy [said he put his knee on the suspect's lower back to prevent him from 
standing up. He also assisted with handcuffing him. 
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Deputy I < while in the emergency room at the hospital, the suspect 
threatened, “Fuck you guys. l'm gonna find out where you guys live. I'm gonna come 
back and kill you and your families.” Deputy Bonimed that the suspect was a 
former United States Marine because he saw his military identification in his wallet. 


Deputy Noel Womack was interviewed on May 29, 2013, at 1031 hours by Sergeants 


Brenda Gibson and Sonia Bracken. Deputy Womack was on patrol training with his 
training officer | He said they had been working together for 
two months. He was the passenger an Deputy MNI c driver. He said they 


responded to the location because the handling unit requested assistance regarding a 
mentally insane person. However, he did not recall if they had a plan of how they were 
going to assist with handling this incident. Deputy Womack said Deputy B,- co 
the patrol car about one house south of the location. It was morning time, the sun was 
out and there were assisting units already there when they arrived. 


Deputy Womack said he saw the suspect on the side yard wielding a knife in his right 
hand. He said the suspect didn't seem all there and was threatening, “Fuck you. You 
guys are gonna have to fuckin’ kill me. When you come and kill me, I’m gonna take one 
of you with me.” Deputy Womack said the suspect kept saying the same thing over and 
over again creating a verbal disturbance. He recalled that Deputy [EEE gave the 
suspect verbal commands to put down the knife and the suspect responded, “Fuck you, 
you don’t have the right to tell me what to do, just fuckin’ shoot me.” 


Deputy Womack said Sergeants Sandoval and Hester were at the location when they 
arrived. He said the suspect's family members were in the doorway of the residence, 
but were advised to step out of the house and wait on the curb. Deputy Womack said 
within about five minutes, one of the sergeants assigned everyone a position and 
responsibility. He said he was assigned to deploy the Arwen. He retrieved the Arwen 
and took a position in front of the house near a vehicle parked in the driveway. He said 
his shooting backdrop was the garage and a concrete wall that paralleled the south of 
the house. 


Deputy Womack said the suspect kept pacing back and forth behind his house along 
the side yard. In addition, he said the suspect had four Pit Bull dogs in his backyard. 
Deputy Womack said at some point the suspect went into his detached garage and 
returned with a hammer. He said the suspect now wielded a knife in one hand and a 
hammer in the other while threatening the same words over and over again. 


opened the gate and was able to get two of the dogs out of the yard. He said 
the suspect returned and got within seven to ten feet of him wielding the knife and 
hammer before he heard “Arwen, Arwen.” He said he was scared and just started 
pulling the trigger until he shot all six rubber bullets in half a second. He said he was 
aiming the weapon at the suspect's waistline, but the suspect bent over after one of the 


ae Womack said when the suspect went to the rear of the residence Deputy 
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rubber bullets hit him in the hip area. This caused one of the rubber bullets to 
inadvertently strike him in the cheek. Deputy Womack said the suspect went down, but 
he was still wielding the knife in his right hand. 


Deputy Womack said they all approached the suspect and Deputy I deployed 
the Taser while he was on the ground. Deputy Womack said he put his left knee on the 
suspect's back then grabbed the suspect's left arm and pulled it behind his back. He 
said he believed it was Deputy EE o also grabbed the suspect's left arm at 
which time Deputy Womack said he grabbed the suspect’s right arm and pulled it 
behind his back. He said the suspect was not holding the knife at that time. He said 
Deputy handcuffed the suspect. 


Deputy (was interviewed on May 22, 2013, at 1043 hours by 
Sergeants Brenda Gibson and Victor Allen. He was working Compton patrol unit 287H 
with his trainee, Deputy Womack. They had been working together for about a month 
and a half. Deputy sid he was the driver and they did not have a plan of how 
they were going to handle the situation prior to arriving. He said once at the location he 
parked the patrol car about one house south of the location. 


Deputy EE said they contacted Deputy | a told them the family called 
because the suspect was threatening to kill the dogs and acting out of the ordinary. He 
said he believed Deputy Hic the suspect was Schizophrenic. Deputy MAM 
said they saw the suspect pacing around with a hammer and knife in his hands 
threatening them and threatening to kill the dogs. 


Deputy said they told the suspect to put the knife and hammer down and he 
responded, “You are gonna have to put me in a grave to take this weapon away from 
me. I'm not going down without taking one of you with me.” He said Deputy 

requested a supervisor to the scene and they formulated a plan to take the suspect into 
custody. 


Deputy EE said Sergeant Jose Sandoval gave him the video camera when he first 
arrived, but he passed it to Deputy Deputy Fleming said he had the 
shield and a Taser and he stood next to Deputy in front of the gate by the 
middle section. He also said the only cover and concealment he had was the shield. 
Deputy EE said the suspect went to the back of the residence a couple of times 


and they didn’t know what he was doing because he was out of their sight. However, 
he said he believed a deputy was inside the house. 


Deputy B- 2i as Deputy ilfattempted to remove one of the four Pit Bull 
dogs from the yard, the suspect rushed towards them with a knife in his right hand and 


a hammer in his left, holding each by its handle. Deputy EE said the suspect was 
about twenty feet away and he believed he was going to attack Deputy He 

said the first time the suspect was hit with the Arwen, he bent over and was still on his 
feet holding the knife. Deputy ER s2ic he believed the suspect was going to rush 
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at them and use the weapons against them so he Tased him. He said he did not give 
the suspect any commands before deploying the Taser. Deputy [EM said the 
suspect fell down to the ground on his stomach, but he tried getting back up so he 
Tased the suspect again. He said they all approached the suspect, but he was still 
holding the knife so he cycled the Taser one more time to prevent him from getting up 
as they approached. Deputy SE s2 he put his left knee on the suspect's right 
shoulder to prevent him from getting up. He said he then retrieved the weapons from 
the ground and handed them to a deputy.

Deputy Bas interviewed on May 22, 2013 at 1105 hours by Sergeants 


ictor Allen. He was working Compton patrol unit 283E on the early 
morning shift during this incident. He had ride-a-long ith him. He said 
he was hen he heard the 


assistance request or back up over L-TAC regarding a mentally ill man. Deputy 
said believing Deputy EE was the only unit in the city because most of the 
Compton units were assisting Carson, he responded to assist. 


When they arrived, several deputies were already at the location. Deputy HE s2ic 
he parked the patrol car about two to three car lengths south of the location. He said 
Deputy had the video camera and asked him to take control of videotaping. 
Deputy said he told his ride-a-long to stay with the vehicle. He approached the 
residence and saw the suspect in the backyard with a hammer in one hand and a 
“large” knife in the other. He said the suspect was screaming very loudly and making 
threats. He said the suspect said a lot of things about someone's gonna die today and 
we're gonna have to kill him. He said the suspect was also surrounded by several 
unchained Pit Bull dogs. 


Deputy SE said the on duty sergeant (Sandoval) formed a plan with the arrest 
team to lure the dogs out of the backyard. He said Sergeant Sandoval was inside the 
residence talking to the suspect through the door to the backyard of the house keeping 
him distracted while Deput tried to lure the dogs out. He said one deputy had 
the Arwen and Deputy had the Taser. Deputy M= ic he stood about 
fifteen to twenty feet away from the gate on the driver's side of the vehicle that was 
parked in the driveway facing the gate. He said he alternated observing the incident 
through the flip out screen of the video camera and through his eyes. 
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Deputy aid the suspect tried to attack Deputy H-: he was luring one of 
the dogs out of the yard. He said the suspect closed the distance pretty quickly to about 
fifteen feet before the sergeant gave the command to deploy the Arwen. He said the 
first round was ineffective because the suspect kept coming and did not drop the knife 
or hammer. He said they told the suspect several times to drop the knife and hammer 
and he would not comply. Deputy EE said he thought Deputy B oye 
the Taser twice and hit the suspect at least once. He said at some point the suspect 
went down to the ground still holding onto the knife and hammer. They rushed into the 
side yard to take the suspect into custody. Deputy said he was holding the 
video camera in his left hand when he reached down and grabbed one of the suspect's 
legs with his right arm because the suspect was kicking. He said this caused him to tilt 
the video camera upward. Deputy BE- 2i0 Deputy put the hobble 
restraint onto the suspect's feet to keep him from kicking and other deputies handcuffed 
him.

Deputy Womack reviewed the above DVD and did not have 


any changes to his report. Deputies [IN AIEEE 
Pe declined to review the DVD. 
SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
The following is a summary of the recorded interviews of the sworn witness statements 


to Internal Affairs Bureau investigators. For additional information, refer to the attached 
verbatim transcripts included with this case under Transcribed Interviews. 


Sergeant Ronald Hester was interviewed on May 21, 2013, at 0944 hours by 
Sergeants Brenda Gibson and Victor Allen. Sergeant Hester was working overtime as 
the watch commander during this incident. He said deputies were dispatched to the 
location regarding a man that was threatening family members with a knife and 
threatening to kill one of the family dogs. He said Field Sergeant Jose Sandoval called 
him on his cell and briefed him about the incident. Sergeant Hester said he was told the 
suspect was armed with a knife, acting violently towards the deputies, failing to comply 
and refusing to cooperate with requests to investigate the possible injuring of one of his 
dogs. He said Sergeant Sandoval asked him to respond to the scene. 


As he was driving to the location, Sergeant Hester said he talked to the on-call 
lieutenant of Special Enforcement Bureau to compare tactics in handling this type of 
incident. He said he was told to do the best he could to leave the suspect at his 
residence. He explained that he was told if they're in their own backyard and they are 
not harming anybody, leave them there. He also said he had Sergeant Sandoval 
request a Mental Evaluation Team to respond, but none was available. In addition, he 
said Sergeant Sandoval requested Aero Bureau, but they were unavailable. 
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Sergeant Hester said he parked his patrol car four houses south of the location about 
mid block. He saw patrol cars parked north and south of the location. He also saw a 
group of civilians gathered on the sidewalk south of the location. He said there were 
eight to ten people, a mixture of neighbors and family members. Sergeant Hester said 
Sergeant Sandoval had the location contained prior to his arrival. He said Sergeant 
Sandoval also had a designated shooter, one deputy with the baton launcher, one with 
the shield, one with the video camera and a couple of deputies designated for arrest 
and control. In addition, he said there were two deputies inside the residence guarding 
the rear door. One was tasked with a less lethal option and the other with the lethal 
option. 


Sergeant Hester heard the suspect making many different types of threats. He said the 
suspect said it was going to end when he’s dead. The suspect said, “When I'm in the 
morgue, this is when this is gonna end.” He said the suspect was challenging the 
deputies to come into the backyard and if they did, he was going to attack them. 
Sergeant Hester said Witness told him the suspect was angry at her about 
something. He said she barricaded herself into the bedroom with one of their dogs to 
get away from the suspect. He broke down the door and took the dog at knife point into 
the backyard. He said Witness was worried the suspect was going to kill the dog. 


Sergeant Hester said he and Sergeant Sandoval briefed the deputies and Sergeant 
Sandoval came up with the plan to remove the dogs from the backyard. He said 
Sergeant Sandoval went inside the residence to supervise the deputies inside incase 
the suspect came into the house. He said he stayed outside in the front to supervise 
the deputies there. Sergeant Hester said Deputy A 2s positioned in front of 
the gate further south of the residence next to the neighbor's gate with his handgun. He 
was the designated shooter. He said Deputy IE vas positioned at the middle of 
the gate in the driveway. Deputy Womack, with the Arwen, was standing north of 
Deputy [next to the porch. Sergeant Hester said he was standing about five to 
ten feet behind Deputy Womack and the deputy with the video camera, IEEE was 
standing east of the gate, inside the driveway about ten feet behind them. 


Sergeant Hester said they removed one dog from the backyard successfully. When 
Deputy iif attempted to remove a second dog, the suspect charged him with the 
knife and hammer in his hands while cursing. He said the deputies ordered the suspect 
to drop the weapons, but he wouldn’t and continued to aggress. He said when the 
suspect was within ten feet, he was concerned that he might throw the hammer or knife 
and strike one of the deputies. Sergeant Hester said he ordered the deputy with the 
Arwen to fire at the suspect. He said he hollered out, “Arwen! Arwen!” several times 
because he wanted the deputy to continue shooting until the suspect stopped 
aggressing. He said he thinks the deputy fired six times. He said the suspect was 
struck in the hip area initially then he bent over and was struck in the face. 

Sergeant Hester also said a deputy deployed the Taser. He said the entire incident 
took about fifty minutes from the time the deputies arrived at the location until the time 
the suspect was securely detained. In addition, he said Compton City Fire rendered aid 
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to the suspect before he was transported to Harbor UCLA Medical Center for treatment. 
At the hospital, the suspect was nonresponsive and not cooperating with medical 
personnel. He said the attending physician pulled the suspect's skin back and said he 
had a fractured cheekbone. Furthermore, Sergeant Hester said the suspect did not 
complain of pain or injury. 


Sergeant Jose Sandoval was interviewed on May 22, 2013, at 1008 hours by 
Sergeants Brenda Gibson and Victor Allen. Sergeant Sandoval was working unit 280S 
on dayshift during this incident. He said the handling unit contacted him over the radio 
and requested that he respond to the location. He said he parked one or two 
residences south of the location. Sergeant Sandoval said Deputy Womack approached 
and told him the suspect was armed with a knife. He said they retrieved the Arwen and 
other equipment needed for the incident. 


stun bag shot gun and Deputy the ballistic shield and Taser. He said he had 
the video camera initially and recorded his walk up to the residence. He then handed 
the video camera to Deputy He also said a command post was established. 
Sergeant Sandoval said about ten minutes prior to that “wm 

nd numerous Compton units responded 
to assist. He said they were beyond limited staffing and requested every resource they 
could including Aero Bureau and the Mental Evaluation Team, but they were 
unavailable. 


Sergeant Sandoval said he y Deputy Womack the Arwen, Deputy Valdez the 


Sergeant Sandoval said he saw the suspect armed with a knife threatening deputies 
and his entire family. He said he also made threats to kill all the dogs in the backyard. 
Sergeant Sandoval said it was obvious that the suspect was mentally unstable because 
he kept pacing back and forth threatening to kill the deputies and for them to kill him. 
Sergeant Sandoval said there was a clear window inside the residence that allowed 
them to observe the suspect in the backyard while he was pacing back and forth. He 
said he tried to distract the suspect by talking to him, but he would stay in the backyard 
for a limited amount of time then respond back to the driveway. Sergeant Sandoval 
said Deputy Valdez was inside the residence with him. 


Sergeant Sandoval said he heard Sergeant Hester yelling, “Arwen!” as it was being 
deployed. He said he exited the front door and saw the suspect already handcuffed on 
the ground. Sergeant Sandoval also interviewed the suspect's family members. 


Deputy Raul Briones was interviewed on August 29, 2013, at 1023 hours by Sergeants 
Victor Allen and Patrick Mannion. He was working unit 281 on day shift. He responded 
to the location regarding an assistance request by Deputy M He said he and 
Deputy Valdez were instructed by Sergeant Sandoval to clear the interior of the 
residence and take a position inside to guard the back door. He said the back door was 
locked, but the screened kitchen window was open. He positioned himself near the two 
windows while Deputy Valdez took a position next to the back door. He said a sergeant 
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may have been inside the residence with them, but he was unsure. 


Deputy Briones said he saw the suspect pacing back and forth in the backyard holding 
a knife and hammer in his hands at his sides. He also said three or four Pit Bull dogs 
were pacing with him. He said he lost sight of the suspect when he walked further east 
which was where the other deputies were. Deputy Briones said at one point the 
suspect walked close to the window, pointed at his own head and told him to shoot him. 
He told the suspect to put down the knife and the suspect walked away and out of his 
view. He said he heard deputies ordering the suspect to put down the knife and talk 
then he heard the shots from the Arwen and a Code 4. He said he went outside and 
saw a group of deputies around the handcuffed suspect. Deputy Briones said a 
debriefing was held after the incident, but he was not instructed to write a report. 


Deputy Ernesto Valdez was interviewed on September 5, 2013, at 1144 hours by 
Sergeants Brenda Gibson and Catrina Khasaempanth. Deputy Valdez was working 
281T2 on the early morning shift. He said he responded to the location regarding an 
emergency call that was voiced over the Sheriff's Communications Center about a 
mentally ill man with a knife. He said they were looking for the closest unit to respond, 
but he did not remember who had the handle on the call. 


Deputy Valdez said he was the second unit to arrive and it was light outside. He said 
the family came out of the residence to talk to the handling unit. He said he retrieved 
he stun bag and gave it to another deputy. He originally guarded the north front side of 
he house because they were concerned the suspect may try to exit there. He said 
eventually, Sergeant Sandoval instructed him to go inside the residence because 
Deputy Briones was inside alone. He said there were at least two doors that the 
suspect could use to re-enter the house. He stood near the sliding glass door that was 
‘acing west. He said he held the door because it did not have a lock on it. 


Deputy Valdez said he could not see the deputies from inside the house, but he saw the 
suspect once when the suspect walked to the back of the residence. Deputy Valdez 
said the suspect did not say anything to him and he did not try to enter the residence. 
He said he knew the suspect had two weapons in his hands at some point based on 
what the deputies were saying over the radio. However, he said he saw something in 
he suspect's hand, but he could not identify what he was holding. 


Deputy Valdez said the suspect was unpredictable and confrontational. He said he 
believed they were not going to be able to talk the suspect down. Deputy Valdez also 
said he did not witness the force used against the suspect, but he heard the sound of 
something less lethal being deployed. He said he exited the residence after the incident 
was Code 4, and saw deputies hovering over the suspect and telling him to stop 
moving. He also said he saw deputies holding the suspect down and he heard a deputy 
say the suspect was bleeding. In addition, Deputy Valdez said he did not attend the 
debriefing and he did not write a supplemental report because he was not asked to write 
one.

NON-DEPARTMENTAL WITNESSES: 

MB was interviewed on November 22, 2012, by Sergeant 
Jose Sandoval assigned to Compton Station. The interview was video recorded and a 
copy of the video is included with this case as Exhibit D. The following is a summary of 
Witness [EBinterview. 


Witness [Eis the suspect's [I Witness said prior to the 
deputies’ arrival the suspect was running through the house threatening to kill all the 
dogs. He grabbed a steak knife and a hammer and went into the backyard where he 
threatened all the deputies who responded to the location. He said it was going to be to 
the death and the deputies would have to kill him before removing him from his 
residence. Witness [said the deputies were at the location a while trying to get 
the suspect to surrender. He said the suspect rushed towards an officer with the knife 
and hammer as the officer was trying to get the dogs out. Witness said the 
suspect went down after he was shot with the Arwen. He said the deputies assessed 
the area, made sure the suspect was okay and called the paramedics in, but the 
suspect refused treatment. He said the deputies handcuffed the suspect and “bound up” 
his legs. He did not see any other force used on the suspect. 


MBE, was interviewed on November 22, 2012, at 0731 
hours, by Sergeant Jose Sandoval assigned to Compton Station. The interview was 
video recorded and a copy of the video is included with this case as Exhibit D. The 
following is a summary of Witness BE interview. 


Witness is the suspect's O He was at the location prior to the 


deputies’ arrival. He said the suspect had not taken his medication and was acting 
“silly.” He said he was cursing at the officers and had a hammer and knife in his hands 
when the deputies fired the “rubber bullets” at him. He did not see the suspect advance 
towards the deputies. Witness said the deputies were at the location for about an 
hour to an hour and a half trying to get the suspect to surrender. He said the suspect 
was cursing, calling the deputies names and acting very erratic. Witness [llsaid the 
suspect fell to the ground after the deputies fired the Arwen rounds at him. He said 
when he heard a “pop” noise he moved to another location and could not see anything 
else. 


HR 8 MR ss interviewed on November 22, 2012, at 0734 hours by 


Sergeant Jose Sandoval assigned to Compton Station. The interview was video 
recorded and a copy of the video is included with this case as Exhibit D. The following 
is a summary of Witness B interview. 


Witness was the person who called the Sheriff's Department to report the 
incident. She said the suspect, her was cursing and saying weird things prior 
to the deputies’ arrival. She said he became “extreme” and kicked the bedroom door in

and damaged the frame. She said he had a hammer and a steak knife in his hands 
while the deputies talked to him for about fifteen minutes trying to get him to put down 
the weapons. She said the suspect was “going off’ on the deputies and cursing at 
them. She said she lost track of time after other deputies arrived and she did not know 
how long the incident took. She said the suspect was just standing there when she saw 
smoke and he fell to the ground. She could not see if he still had the weapons on the 
ground. She said deputies handcuffed him and “strapped” his feet. Witness 

concluded the interview by stating that she originally called for the Mental Evaluation 
Team to come out and that she did not understand why they failed to show. 


IAB Note: Sergeant Sandoval asked several unidentified residents 
standing in front of the residence at [EEN f they 
saw anything and they replied no. This contact was video 
recorded and a copy of the video is included with this case 
as Exhibit D. 


WEEE, was interviewed by telephone on June 27, 2013, 
at 1555 hours by Sergeant Brenda Gibson assigned to Internal Affairs Bureau. The 
following is a summary of that interview. For the complete verbatim interview, see 
attached transcript included in this case under Transcribed Interviews. 


Witness Bas on a prearranged ride-a-long with Deputy BE urino the 
early morning shift. Witness a cai they responded to this incident after leaving a 
previous call. She could not recall if Deputy IRM received the call or if he was 
responding to the call because they were requesting additional assistance. At the 
location, Witness EE said Deputy told her to stand behind a van that was 
parked on the street near the location. She said the deputies surrounded the front 
porch and Deputy EE videotaped the incident. Witness ME aid the suspect's 
family was outside in the front of the house. She overheard them saying the suspect 
was threatening to stab them. From her position behind the van, she did not see the 
suspect until after he was detained and on a stretcher. On the other hand, Witness 

said she heard the sounds of three rubber bullets being fired and a Taser being 
deployed. She did not recall hearing any commands given other than, “Get down!” 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


IAB Note: Suspect Harris was not interviewed the day of the incident, 
however the incident was videotaped. For a detailed review 
of the suspect's actions and statements, see the compact 
disc included with this case as Exhibit D. 


Suspect Jack Harris was interviewed at Patton State Hospital on April 17, 2013, at 
1015 hours by Sergeants Brenda Gibson and Victor Allen assigned to Internal Affairs 
Bureau. The following is a summary of that interview. For the complete verbatim 
interview, see attached transcript included in this case under Transcribed Interviews. 
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Suspect Harris said he and his[ifhad an argument about her wanting to get the dog 
spayed against his wishes. He said he was playing with the dog and threw him in the 
pool to cool him off like he always does and his took it seriously. After the dog got 
out of the pool they argued and she called the police. Suspect Harris said she called 
the police tnree times. 


IAB Note: HR catien the station twice. Her first call, 
documented under Tag #36, was cancelled per her request. 
Refer to the Incident History Report included with this case 
as Exhibit E. 


Suspect Harris said he had the knife and the hammer because he did not want his Iii 
to use them to remove the door from the hinges as she has done in the past. He said 
he did not threaten her or the deputies with the knife or hammer. Suspect Harris also 
said he heard the deputies’ order him to put down the knife and hammer at least three 
times, but he refused to do so and told them he had the right to bear arms on his 
property. He also said he was not going to throw the knife or hammer at the deputies 
because he did not want to “catch a case.” On the other hand, Suspect Harris admitted 
he said, “It's a death oath, a masonry death oath for you to be on my property illegally 
and try to kill me.” Suspect Harris said his back was to the deputy when he was shot in 
the face with the Arwen and that his teeth were shot out. In addition, he said he was 
tased under his heart. 


SUSPECT INJURIES: 


Suspect Harris sustained swelling and abrasions to his right forearm, lower abdomen, 
right and left rib cage area and a one inch laceration to his right upper cheek which was 
determined to be a zygomatic arch fracture (break in the cheekbone) on the right side. 


IAB Note: Suspect Harris refused to sign a waiver to release his 
medical records for this investigation. The attached 
documents do not corroborate his claim that his teeth were 
shot out. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES: 
None

The physical evidence in this case is corroborated by the involved personnel, witnesses 
and suspect interviews.

Deputy sed a Taser and control holds against Suspect Harris. 
Deputy used control holds and Handcuffed Suspect Harris.

Deputy used control holds on Suspect Harris’ legs. 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT: 
Suspect Harris used a steak knife and a hammer while confronting the deputies 
(Exhibit H)

CHARGES FILED AND DISPOSITONS: 

Compton District Attorney Ralph Plummer filed the charge of Assault with a Deadly 
Weapon against a Peace Officer, 245(c) P.C. against Suspect Harris. He was also 
referred to the California Department of Mental Health and sent to Patton State 
Hospital.
